‘“*Here, then,” concluded the speaker, “is 
our duty plainly before us—not to evlogize 
his spirit, but to incorporate it and make it a 
part of our personal life; not to put it away 
from us as something which belongs to the 
past, but to set it forth anew in our modern 
conditions. We may present it in gentier 
exhibition than it found in the old time; we 
may combine with it, as we ought, an ampler 
love of grace and beauty; we may rise, as we 
ougbt, to higher levels of spiritual sympathy 
with differmg opinions than wére familiar to 
our fathers; we may be more tender toward 
doubting minds and more eager to minister 
to those who are waikiug with overshadowed 
and saddened souls amid the great problems 
of life and of the universe, but we must re- 
tain the same spirit in ourseives and make 
it, as far as our influence goes, generally con- 
trolling, organic in the Nation, if we wouid 
do our work aright.”’

A Meeting of the Representatives of the 
Comp+tting Cities to Expedite Matters. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 18,—[Special.]— 

Representatives of the four Cities competing 
for the location of the World’s Fair met to- 
night, and after an hour’s interchange of 
views agreed to act in Unison and secure 
legislation on the tupic at the earliest pos- 
sible day. Congressman Frank appeared 
for St. Louis, New York was represented by 
Congressmen Flower and Spinola, Messrs. 
Anaerson, Douglass, and Kilbourne looked 
after Washington’s interest, and Chicago had 
friends in Senator Farwell, Congressmen 
Hitt and Springer, Edwio Walker, and Mr. 
Cragin, It was further agreed to ask Speak- 
er Reed to appoint a special committee on 
the World’s Fair before the adjournment of 
the House Saturday, the object being to have 
this organization meet with that of the Sen- 
ate and listen to the arguments in favor of 
the various cities. ‘he Chicago bill will be 
introduced in the Senate tomorrow and in 
the House Friday. 

Mr. Hiscock trom the Committee on the 
Quadricentennial Celebration reported in 
the Senate todaya resolution authorizing 
that committee to employ a stenographer and 
to have hearings before it reported and 
printed. It stated in reply to a question of 
Mr. Plumb that the intention of the commit- 
tee was to give hearings to the advocates of 
the various locations proposed as the site of 
the Exposition. 

Mr. Piamb expressed his disbelief in the 
utility of such hearings. [he only effect of 
them would be to give publicity to laudations 
of the Cities of New York, Ctjicago, and St. 
Louis. He did not think thaga sing!e Sena- 
tor or Representative would be in any way 
influenced by such laudations.

NORTH-SIDERS WHU DO NOT WISH 
THKIR PEACE DISTURBED, 


Residence Property Near the Proposed 
Groands of the Brotherhood on the 
Lake Shore at Ohio Street Will Be De- 
preciated 50 Per Cent, It Is Claimed— 
Why the Land Was Leased by Ogden; 
Sheldon & Co,—Probable Veto of the 
Ordinance by the Mayor. 


If. the smali boy had all the power in the 
household that he is generally credited with 
there would not be sucha “kick” in the 
fashionable neighborhood around tne corners 
of St. Clair and Ontario streets as there is 
at present. The brotherhood proposes to 
locate its base-bail park on the lake shore in 
that vicinity. The smull boy is jubilant,.ms 
older sister sniffs as she thinks of the noise, 
and the stern parent says it will depreciate 
property 50 per cent. 

Tne base-bali park of the Players’ League, 
known as the brotherhood, is to be located, 
if the present understanding is carried out, 
on a part of the property of the Ogden-Snel- 
don estate, embracing the land north of [li- 
nois street and east of St. Clair up to Erie 
street.

have beeao filling in and making land, and a 
uew box factory and dry-kiln are now being 
built on the artificial land south of Indiana 
street. The strip between Illinois and Indi- 
ana streets is occupied by factories, lumber- 
yards, and frame dwellings. North of Indi- 
ana street there is a tract that lias been va- 
caot for a long time and has oeen an evesore 
to the residents in the neighborhood. 
It is bounded by Indiana street to St. Clair, 
St. Clair to Ohio, Ohio to a point about 300 
feet east of St. Clair, then running north to 
Erie and along Erie to the lake, which forms 
the eastern boundarv line. The boundary of 
the vacant space from Ohio north is formed 
by the lot lines of the residences standing on 
those streets, but the Ogden estate owns 
most of the property down to St. Ciair. 
LOCATION OF THE PARK. 

The ball park is to occapy the space on the 
beach from Indiana to Ontagio, a distance of 
510 feet measuréd along the wedélern line. 
The curve in the beach gives it an 
irregular shape, Making the. south line along 
Indiana street 600 Tféét long and the forth 
line along Ontario 270:teet. The west line 
will be formed by a partially improved road 
which was once intended tw be made into a 
boulevard. 

The nearest house, excepting tne cottage 
of Ogden, Sheldon & Co.’s watchman, on In. 
diana street, is the handsome stone residence 
of G. W. Haskell on the south side of Onta- 
rio street. Itis about 300 feet from the pro- 
poséd west line of the ball park. If any of 
the residents suffer Mr. Haskell will be one 
of them. Inquiry at his house showed that 
he realizes this fact, and is opposed to the 
ball park. The sentiment among syesidents 
is quite widespread. Mr. Henry P. Hatch, 
who lives opposite Mr. Haskell on Ontario 
street, says if the park is to come he will 
sell his property for what he can get and 
move away. He says it will make property 
now worth $200 wortb not more than $100 a 
foot. 

The opposition has not yet taken any or- 
ganized shape, but there may be protests 
both to the City Council and to Ogden, Shel- 
don & Co. 

The reasons for the opposition, as stated 
by some of. the protesting residents, are that 
tnere will be too much noise and excitement, 
and that it will attract crowds of people, 
‘carriages, and persons of an undesirable 
character to that erstwhile quiet locality. 
Aiso that it may cause saloons to spring up 
in proximity to these handsome residence 
streets. They refer to the property around 
the West Siae bail park, which, they say, is 
not worth within 50 per centof what it would 
be if the bail grounds were not there. As 
far as the looks of the place are concerned 
they admit that it will be an improvement,

WHY THK GRVUND WAS LEASED. 
Mr. E. H. Fishburn of Ogden, Sheldon & 
Co. said: ‘At first I was opposed to having 
the ball park there for just the reason these 
opponents now urge. But I have come to 
look upon it differently. The vacant land 


looks bad, and in summer is _ cov- 
ered with weeds three feet high. 
Complaints were made that disrep 


utable. characters frequented it in summer. 
New, the park will be over 300 fect away 
from the nearest house. There will be no 
crowds except for a few hours in the after- 
noon when games are goingon. The iand 
around the north end is owned by the Ogden 
and the McCormick estates, and none of that 
proverty will be leased to be used for saloon 
purposes.’ People used to compiain of base- 
ball being played there Sunday and annoy- 
ing them.

At the corner of Indiana and St. Clair streets 
there isa sainon now, and another one is 
located on Indiana street two or three doors 
westof St. Clair. It street-car tracks are 
laic to the bail park they would run aloog 
Indiana street. But people coming from thc 
north would still use St. Clair, Ontario, and 
Ohio streets to some extent to reach the ball 
grounds. 

There is a prospect that Mayor Cregier will 
veto the ordinance by which the brotherhood 
is given permission to have its ball park at 
that spot. If sucn a vetoshould be presented 
at the next Council meeting the brotherhood 
people will be prepared to meet it. They are 
at work among the Aldermen and think 
they have enough votes to pass the ordinance 
by a two-thirds majority over the Mayor's 
veto.

| KEPT A REGULAR TORTURE CHAMBER. 


George Guenther of St. Louis Seems to 
Have Heen a Hard Character.

Two brothers and two sisters of the murder- 
er, Emil Guenther, have come forward with 
stories which almost justify tne killing of 
the aged father, George Guenther. These 
stories @re corroborated by a series of ar- 
ticles published in the local papers in, 1884. 
{t appears that old Guenther could give Jesse 
Pomeroy points in his particular line of 
deviltry, Charles Guenther, one of the 
s0ns, Says that in 1884, when he was 15 years 
of age, bis father bad a torture chamber in 
the house in which chains, whipping post. 
clubs, etc., made up the furniture. For a 
trivial offense he was taken into the chan- 
ber, anc, if he resisted, was overpowered, 
stripped naked, and chained toa post. One 
chain. about the neck almost strangied 


him. His father then took a needle 
aod punctured him from head to 
foot until the blood tlowed free- 
ly. Then the inhuman parent took 


a bottle of whisky and rubbed the liquor into 
the wounds. The boy fainted at the sec- 
ond application, and when he regained con- 
sciousness he was still chained up and still 
naked. He was feleased by his sister, who 
was subsequently chained up for the offense. 
The. boy complained to the police, and 
the old ‘man was arrested, and the 
story proved to be true. The lad never aft- 
erward returned home. Emi! Guenther, the 
boy of 18 who killed the ola man, calied on 
| his bisters to tell the authorities what he had 
suffereu before he left home. It was shown 
that he had been chained up for days ata 
time, and had beeu beaten and tortured in 
the most horrible manner. He left -home 
when he was 15. Yesterday he retarned to

In a fury, he picked up a hatchet and 
killed his father. The stories of torture are 
corroborated by the neighbors. 


RELIEF FOR SOUTH DAKOTA SUFFERERS. 


Proceedings of the Convention at Water- 
town Which Has the Matter in Hand. 
Watertown, 8. D., Dec. 18.—[Special.}— 

A convention of representative men from 

various secuons of South Dakota met in this 

city today to confer as to the best method of 
combating the exaggerated reports circu- 
lated in the East concerning the destitution 
prevailing in some sectiona of the State on 
account of the drought of the lastseason. It 
is conceded that in two counties of South 

Dakota—Faulk and Miner—the destitution is 

sO great.as to necessitate outside aid, but in 

the judgment of the convention every dollar 
received from outside of the State will cost 
$100 in its ultimate resuits. 

It was the sense of the convention while 
admitting the necessity of present relief for 
Faulk and Miner Counties that the extent of 
suffering has been greatiy magnified. A 
resolution was adopted calling upon the Leg- 
islature about to be assembled to empower 
the Commissioners of the various counties 
to assist settiers in procuring seed for the 
coming season’s crop; also to adopt a liberal 
policy in respect to encouraging immigration. 

Sioux Fatuis, 8. D., Dec. 18.—[{Speciat.}— 
Since Gov. Meliette has investigaied and re- 
ported upon the condition of destitute set- 
tlers in Miner and other counties, the whole 
State has been as busy as a colony of bees 
gathering and shipping suppifes to the needy 
sufféters. For ten days the settlers of tue 
drought-stricken regions have been the sole 
topic of conversation everywhere. All the 
various religious, civic, social, and charitable 
societies, as well as the town and viilage 
boards of trade and individuals alt.over the 
State, are thoroughly alive to the fact that 
tnese people must have aid, and all are tak- 
ing @ personal interest in helping them. It 
is estimated that from two to a half-dozen 
car-loads daily of food, clothing, fuel, and 
feed for stock is being shipped to various re- 
lief committees for aistribution.

Wiwnipea, Man., Dec. 18.—A practical lum- 

berman who has explored the whole North- 


ern ‘région ‘is authoritv for the state- 
ment that the Government has _ lost 
$3,000,000 in timber dues alone 


since 1882 through fires set out by Indians. 
He says that $100,000,000 would not cover tue 
amauut of timber that has been destrored by 
fire between Lake Dauphin and Lake W inni- 
pég. The extent df this deplorable and wanton 
destruction can only be realized by visiting 
thé devastated districts. The Indians set out 
the fires to drive game and signal friends, 
and evidently take no precautions to prevent 
them spreading to the valuable timber 
stretch.

BIG SHIPS OF STEEL. 


This City Henceforth to Build the — 
Fleets of the Great Lakes, 


. THE YARD AT SOUTH CHICAGO, 


Tilinois Stee! Company and Globe Iron- 
Works Join Hands, 


CHICAGO SHIPBUILDING COMPANY. 


Three Slips and Six Building Berths om 
the Oalumet River. 


OFFICERS, CAPITALISTS, AND THEIR PLANS 


The project for a great shipbuilding indus 
try on the banks of the Calumet has at last 
taken definite shape, notwithstanding tne 
repeated denials of the officials of the Lilinois 
Steel company that they had in contem- 
plation such a project. 

The announcement now comes from Cieve- 
land that the Globe Iron Works, the most 
extensive builders of steel ships on the 
Great Lakes, have joined hands with 
the Illinois Steel company ia the 
organization of acompany to construct steel 
ships in Chicago. The new corporation will 
be known as the Chicago Shipbdwilding com- 
pany, and six big sfee! steamers will be on 
the stocks in its yard withina few months. 
The vard will be located on the east side of 
the Calumet Kiver in South Chicago, exteud- 
ing from One Hundredth to One Hundred and 
Second streets. There will be three slips — 
rubning at right angles to the river, giving 
six building berths. It is not intended to put 
in boiler and machine shops at once, but this 
will be done before long, as also a, dry-dock. 
The following are directors of the company: 
M. A. Hanna, H. M. Hanna, John F. Pank- 
hurst, and Luther Allen of Cleveland, and 
W.L. Brown, Robert. Forsyth, and W. L 
Babcock of Chicago. The officersare: John 
F. Pankhurst, President; Luther Alien, Vice- 
President and Treasurer, and W. L Babcock, 
Manager. 

Interviewed at Cleveland Mr. Pankhurst 
said that work on two more boats for the 
Minnesota lron company will begin just as 
soon as the dredging, piling, and dock work, 
already begun, is completed. The keel of 
one steamer will certainly be laid by April 1. 
W.1 Babcock, the Superintendent of the 
yard, was formerly with the Union Dry-Dock 
company of Buffalo, and built the big steam- 
ers Chemung, Owego, America, and Viking. 
He will have full charge of the new concern, 
but it will of course be under the direction 
of the Cleveland officers and directors. The 
opening of this yard will tend to a wonderful 
increase in the number of iron ships tw be 
floated on the lakes for two years to come. 
It is understood that there is already an un- 
derstanding whereby the capitalists 
sented by Ferdinana Schlessinger and H. P. 
Lillibridge of Cleveland will secure boats 
through tne new yard and the four Hill 
boats, about which there has been so much 
talk among vesselmen, may now be consid- 
ered a certainty.

WRECK ON THE DENVER & RIO GRANDE.

A Train Breaks in Three Parts and Two 
Men Are Kitlted. # 

Watsensure, Colo., Dec. 18.—An accident 
occurred on the Denver & Rio Grande road 
last night, four miles west of here, in which 
Knginees Gleyer and Fireman Baker were 
instantly killed. A freigtit-train left La Veta 
made up of two epgines in front, twenty-two 
cars of cattle, ten freight-cars, a caboose, 
and an enginé in the rear. The train broke 
in three parts, and then there began a race 
for life, as the middle section was loose from 
the caboose with no brakeman onit. The 
engines ran about three miles at a rate of 
over a mile a minute down a grade of ninety 
feet to the mile. Finally the middle section 
of twenty-four cars loaded with cattle and 
lumber overtook them. The first engine 
escaped, but the second one was instantly 
overwhelmed in a great mass of fiying 


' wreckage which buried the engineer and 


fireman beneath it, killing them instantly. 
Portions of the timber on the flying cars 
were thrown over 200 feet When the collision 
occurrea. Seven cars of cattle werepried up 
on the track and nearly all the cattle killed. 
W.H. Ferringer and D. Edmonson, Drake- 
men, were seriously injured. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec, 18.—[Special.|—A 
fatal freight train collision.occurred on the 
crossing of the Georgia Pacitic & Birming- 
ham Mineral railroad near North Birming- 
ham early this morning. The trains collided 
at right angles. The engine of the Georgia 
Pacific struck the fourth car of the Mineral 
train, and both trains were piled in a heap of 
wreckage.

The “Northwestern Miller’s’? Weekly Re- 
view of the Situation, 
MINNEAPOLI8, Minn., Dec. 18.—The WNorth- 
western Miller today says: . 


There were gor several of the steam mills 
which increased their output last week, and the 
total productions averaged over 25.000 barrels 
Gaily. This was notably true ofthe three. Pilis- 
bury mills, whieh made their banner run by 
grinding 56,010 barrels. The aggregate output of 
the eighteen mills which ran was 152.560 barrels, 
averaging 25.593 barrels daily, against 136,800 bar- 
reis the week before, and 64.500 barrels for the 
corresponding time in 1888. The greater number of 
millers report the flour market slow. with the 
orders coming in as usual for small amounts, and 
in the aggregate notequaling the current out- 
put. There have been pretty good sales of 
bakers for export, and the make of this grade is 
easily disposed of.

FOUR SHOTS FIKED AND BOTH MEN 
FALL MORTALLY WOUNDED, 


The Affray Takes Piace in a Cheap Eating- 
House on State Street in the Presence 
of a Craowd—Creditors of the New En- 
giand Shoe Compsny Somewhat Dis- 
couraged—Suburbanites Seeking Better 
Time for their Koads. 


An act of charity led to a duel with revolvers 
between the proprictor and a dishwasher of a 
cheap State street restaurant crowded with pa- 
trons at supper-time last evening.

The pro- 
prietor was acting as cashier and found occasion 
to go to the kitchen. When he invade the dish- 
washer’s province he found that personage en- 

in a forbidden pursuit. McLuughlin was 
doling out to a hungry friend sundry edibles pur- 
jomed from Biakemoore’s refrigerator. This 
eneritable conduct .enraged Blakemoore, who, 
with McLaughlin’s* discharge on his lips, picked 
up a heavy club and struck his dishwasher on 
the back of the head. The blow nearly stunned 
McLaughlin, and be staggered out of the kitchen 
with blood flowing from the wound. 

The- dishwasher left the restaurant. Fifteen 
minutes later he returned. Biakemoore. was be- 
‘hind his cash counter. As he caught sight of 
McLaughlin’s face he knew what was going to 
happen. Both men drew revolvers: The patrons 
seated at the tables were startled as they saw 
each man level his weapon 3t the other.

In the midst 
of the confusion two pistol shots, almost simul- 
taneous, were heard. Two more quickly fol-

The ‘*‘Corner-Stone”" of the Lake Street 
“LL” Road Laid—The Company's Pians. 
For some time a number of holes in the ground 

along West Lake street have been the only visi- 

ble evidence of the intention of the elevated 
road company to fulfill the conaitions of its 

franchise. During the last few days, howevor, a 

number of the holes have been filled with iron 


uprights, and the citizens of that thoroughfare 


are beginning to look upon the project more 
seriously. Hope sprang up vigorously. in 
their breasts yesterday morning when-Col. Al- 
berger, “Billy” Fitzgerald. and other stock- 
hoiders in the company met at the corner of 
Lake and Clinton streets and announced that 
they were going to lay the *‘ corner-stone”’ of the 
greatest elevated railroad on earth. 

The corner-stone proved to be an iron beam 
weighing 25,000 pounds, and the first of the heavy 
girders to be placed in position on top of 
the uprights. Mr. Yerkes’ street-cars 
were stopped for two or three hours 
while a stationary engine and twenty-five work- 
men raised the great piece of iron and ‘set it se- 
curely in its resting place upon the uprights. Its

The Council Committee Recommends That 
One Be Erected on Dearborn Park. 
The Council Special Committee on Location 


of Public Library Building has prepared a re- 
port which may be submitted Monday. The 
committee says it is impressed with the needs of 
the library fora building of its own, as.it has al- 
ready outgrown its present quarters in tne City- 
Hall. Not only will the book shelves soon be 
overcrowded, but the reference and reading 
rooms are already inadequate, and the space for 
transacting the necessary business of the li- 
brary is too small. 


“In short,” says the committee, ‘‘ this depart- 


ment will soon be crippled for lack of necessary 
room for expansion. It is well known, that the 
needs of the various departments of the Munic- 
ipal Government will soon require all the room 
within the City-Hall, thus depriving our magnifi- 
vent library of even its present quarters. The 
only piece of ground centraliy located owned by 
the city or over which it has jurisdiction is the 
piat known as Vearborn Park, at the southwest 
corner of Michigan avenue and Randolph street. 
The whole ofitis none too large for a proper 
library building suitable ‘or the growth of fifty 
or 100 years.”’

born Park be set apart for the use of the Chicago 
Pubhe Library; that the Board of Directors of 
the library be authorized and directed to take 
immediate possession of the plat of ground for

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SLOWNESS OF ILLINOIS JUSTICE, 
As the Cronin case was a capital iliustra- 
tion of the vile jury iaws of Pilinois, so will it 
doubtless serve to point out the present in- 
tolerable delays connected with appeals to 
the Supreme Court. Next month the counsel 
for the defendauts will appear vefore Judge 
McConnell and spend some time in setting 
forth their reasons why a new trial should be 
granted. The counsel for the State will tell 
with nearly equal wordiness why the request 
should be refused. Each side will seemingly 
be intensely in earnest. Each knows, however, 
that no new trial will be granted. The talk 
is all for bunkum or delay. Thereis no rea- 
son why the Judge could not have told the 
lawyers to come into court the next day and 
have their jaw out. 
After the Judge has said, along about the 
middle of January, that which he might just 
as well sey tomorrow, the task of preparing 
the record for the Supreme Court will be 
begun. Asthereis to be nO new trial it 
might as well be begun now, but. that would 
be business-hike® and therefore not lawyer- 
hke. The counsel for the defendants 
say that they will be unable to get up 
the record, which is substantially a report 
of all that was said at the trial, by the begin- 
ning of March, when the Supreme Court 
meets at Ottawa. That means that the case 
will not reach that body till May. . ; 
When itis reached it will be elaborately 
argued, and the Judges will also have 
thrown at their heads the immense record, a 
matter of 4,000 pages, an undigested heap of 
stuff ‘with which they never ought to be 
bothered. They should be satisfied to pass 
on law points and let the decision of the 
jury on matters of fact stand unchallenged. 
How long it will take the court to make up 
its mind there is no telling. It cannot be 
less than three months; it is muct more 
likely to be twice that. It will be doing fair- 
ly well if the court is heard from a year af 
er the jury gave its verdict. 
In the meanwhile the defendants will be 
in the jail taking life as easily as they can. 
After sentence has been pronouncea appii- 
cation will be made to some one of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court to grant a 
supersedeas—to forbid the Sneriff’s sendyag 
them to Joliet.

THE RAILROADS AND THE DRAINAGE 
CHANNEL. : 

Two city papers have made the discovery 

that those railroads which will be immedi- 

ately affected by the cutting of the vast nav- 
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JUDGE BREWER CONFIRMED. 
The nomination of Judge David J. Brewer 
to be Associate Justice of the United States 


Supreme Court was confirmed in the Senate 


yesterday by a vote of yeas 52, nays 11, the 
opposition proving less formidable than was 
indicated by the Washington dispatches of 
the day previous. 

Judge Brewer during his long service on 
the Federal bench has shown a strict and 
scrupulous regard for property interests, and 
has frequently interfered to protect indi- 
viduals from hostile State legislation or judi- 
cial decisions. Perhaps the most noted in- 
stances of such action by Judge Brewer were 
in the Kansas liquor cases and in the injunc- 
tion proceeding brought against lowa by the 
railroads. In the first case Judge Brewer 
held that the State had the right to prohibit 
the manufacture of beer, but must first com- 
pensate brewers for any damage or loss 
inflicted on them, and in the second 
he held that pending inquiry into the valid- 
ity of the railroad rates established by the 
Iowa Commissioners corporate earnings or 
dividends should not be reduced. Subse- 
quently Judge Brewer changed his position 
in the railroad matter and permitted the re- 
duced rates to go into effect. In the liquor 
cases he did not waver from the doctrine 
that the brewers were entitled to compensa- 
tion for the injury inflicted on them by pro- 
hibitory laws, and it was this decision which 
the Supreme Court reversed. 

A slight consideration of the matter will 
show how easily a man having Judge 
Brewer’s strict regard for property interests 
could reach the conciusion that full com- 
pensation must be made for the financial 
loss cauged by prohibitory laws. It is pretty 
well established that if a pruhibitory law 
should forbid the sale of an article on hand 
at the time of the adoption of the act 
it would amount to an unlawful confiscation 
of property unless the State compensated 
the owner. Judge Brewer weata step 
further and held that when the State pro- 
hibited the manufacture of beer it must allow 
compensation for the brewery property thus 
rendered useless or impairedin value. To 
destroy the earning value of property by for- 
bidding the owner to use it he considered 
the same thing as confiscating the property 
itself. Hedid not, as some Probibitionists 
are Claiming, rule that the State must pay 
the full value of the breweries, but only the 

tual Gamage inflicted by the prohibitory 
laws. The buildings remained and could be 
used for other purposes, and most of the 
machinéry, appliances, etc., could be taken 
to other States and sold. Allowing all such 
deductions Judge Brewer held that the State 
must make good the actual! pecuniary loss in- 
flicted on the brewers, and must do so before 
the establishment could be closed. 

The weakness of Judge Bréwer’s position 
was in the fact that there was no actual 
“takiug of private property for public use 
without compensation.’”’ The State did not 
“take” the breweries and make a “public 
use”? of them. The owners were left in full 
legal possession of tne property and could 
sellitor use it for any other purpose than 
the one prohibited bylaw. Reversing Judge 
Brewer the Supreme Court held that a pro- 
hibition upon the use of property for pur- 
poses which are declared injurious to the 
public health or morals does not amount to a 
taking for public benetit, but is a mere regu- 
lation under the police power. As a prece- 
dent the court cited the case of the North- 
western Fertilizing company, appealed 
from Cook County, Dlinois. This company 
had erected expensive works in Hyde 
Park for manufacturing ‘animal matter 
into a fertilizer and had secured from the 
village a charter securing it special privi- 
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would do simply as the coal miners

There are strong arguments tending to 
prove that if the country could get through 
such a trial and down to the free-trade level 
it would be better off than at present. Ad- 
thitting that, many will claim that the cure 
would be worse than the disease. Appre- 
ciating the great difficulty which must attend 
a general lowering and readjustment of 
prices and wages somé free-traders’ propose 
to lower the tariff slowly and by degrees. 
Unfortunately that would extend the dis- 
tress, Uncertainty, and labor troubles over a 
longer period, When & dog’s tail is to come 
off it is better to takeit at one cut and not an 
inch at a time ana keep the cur suffering for 
weeks. With a falling market and a free- 
trade party slashing away at the tariff in 
every Congress capital would be kept in con- 
stant alarm and uncertainty. When such a 
party comes into power the manufacturers 
themselves will appeul to it to do its worst at 
one stroke, so they will not be kept facing 
uncertainty, but can proceed at once to fight 
out the issue with their workmen and get 
down to the free-tradé level. With the Dem- 
ocratic party established in power, with ma- 
jorities indicating a long period of control of 
the Government, the protected interests 
themselves would beg it not to temporize or 
dally with schemes of tariff reform, but to go 
the full length of its policy atonce and get 
down to free trade as Soon as possible. 


GENEROSITY OF MISSISSIPPI WHITES, 

Some of the white citizens of the County 
of Ve Soto and State of Mississippi have 
adopted some resolutions which start off with 
the following statements: 


There are in our county certain parties belong- 
ing to the negro race who, pot appreciating the 
efforts of the white population, made from time 
to time through many years to cultivate friendly 
relations between the two races, and not appre- 
ciuting the sacrifices gn the part of the white 
race during the long period since the war, a pe- 
riod of dark discouragements and financial de- 
pression, to Maintain at onerous expense free 
public schools for the negro school population, 
and not appreciating the voluatary contributions 
of the whites to the building of their churches, 
and the biennial donation by white Legislatures 
from the public funds principally raised by 
taxes levied on the property of white citizens, 
to the support of negro industrial, normal, and 
literary schools, etc., etc. 


The white citizens then go on to declare 
that they will have nothing more to do with 
these bad men, will not sell them goods, hire 
them, or rent them land to cultivate, 

It probably never occurred to tnese whites 
who are bragging about the generosity they ; 
have shown toward their colored fellow- 
citizens and the sacrifices they have made 
for their welfare that in reality they might 
have done four times as much and not even 
then have a right to talk of generosity. 
Since as before the war the labor of the 
colored man has been the corner-stone of life 
in Mississippi. Before the war the whites 
appropriated all that labor created. At 
present, though the colored men are free, 
they ‘appropriate a good part of it, much 
more,in deed, than they are entitled to. 

Nin@-tenths of all that is produced in Mis- 
sissippi is produced by the black man. He is 
the creator of what little wealth there is 
there. The cotton and the corn are the fruits 
of his labor, though he has but a small share 
in them. I]t was the money which he made, not 
the whites, which ‘the latter say they have 
given him for his schools out of the generos- 
ity of their hearts, 

If the citizens of De Soto County have any 
sense they wiil stop talking after this fash- 
ion, which reminds one of a robber claiming 
credit for restoring to the man he has robbed 
a:tithe of his possessions, and will urge the 
Legislature to double or.treble its appropria- 
+ions for educational purposes. It will be 
justice, and also policy, for the more educated 
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Fiute,” with Formés as Sarastro, Himmer as 
Tamino, Frederici as Pamina, and Grabo and 
Canissa as the bird-catchers.

Had he veen more industri- 
ous and jess réckiess, more careful of his 
voice and léss confident that no amount of 
dissipation could injure it, he would have had 
many years more of fame and usefulness; 
but in his prime ¢t must be acknowledged he 
possessed one of the most remarkable bass 
voices the world of music hag ever known 
and a dramatic talent such as the operatic 
stage fas rarely exhibited. It might be added 
that if he had possessed more forethought 
and business management his old age might 
have been spent in affluence. Like many an- 
other artist, however, he squandered a hand- 
some fortune and died poor.

The 
Rock Island knows perfectiy well that it 
will be impossible for it to charge exorbitant 
freight rates between the Mississippi River 
and this city after the completion of the 
drainage channel and the betterment of the 
Illinois River which will follow have made 
it possible to put on a barge line, which can 
carry freight profitably at rates below those 
which the road may charge, The lines on 
either side of the Rock Isiand know that if 
a barge line forces down its rates theirs will 
have to follow suit. 

But while the railroads would infinitely pre- 
fer a shallow ditch to a navigable waterway 
there is no way in which they can have their 
wish, even though every member of the 
Board of Trustees was in his heart on their 
side, Which, it may be remarked parenthet- 
ically, is far from being the case, 

The drainage act fixes the size of the 
drainage channel, and not all the railroads 
in Illinois can alter it. It is deciared that 
where it goes through thé clay it shall have 
a depth of not less than fourteen feet, a cur- 
rent of not more than threes miles an hour, 
and shall be wide enough to carry off 300,000 
cubic feet a minute. Itis also declared that 
the rock cut shall not be less than 160 feet 
wide at the bottom, with 4 depth of not less 
than eighteen feet of water.« After certain 

contingencies have happened the clay cut- 
ting is to be §nlarged so as to correspond 
with the res®vf the work. 

hese dimensions are fixed and ‘analter- 
able, like the laws of the Medes and the Per- 
sians. Any contract made must be based on 
them. Suppose the Trustees should never- 
theless disregard them? The law provides 
that when the channel is completed, but be- 
fore any water or sewage has been admitted 
to it, it shall be inspected by Commissioners 
appointed by the Governor. If they find that 
any of the provisions of the law huve been 
disregarded it is their duty to file a pill 
against the Trustees, setting forth wherein 
the work is defective. If the court so finds, 
it is directed to order that the water or sew- 
age be not turned on till the defects have 
been remedied. It is not to be expected, in 
the face of those provisions, that the Trust- 
ees wilil violate the law. 

As for persons connected with railways 
forming a syndicate, backed ty their own 
money or that of the roads, to do the work 
of excavating, that is their own affair. There 
is no legal obstacle. Were such a combina- 
tion to contract todo the work lower than 
anybody else and give 4 satisfactory bond 
it would stand a chance of getting the work. 
If 1t failed to carry it outin accordance with 
the terms of the specifications and the in- 
structions of the chief engineer the con- 
tract would be set aside. Probably there is 
no such combination. |

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GETTING DOWN TO THE FREE TRADE 
% BASIS. 

Assuming that free trade and a consequent 
general cbheapening of prices and wages to 
the level of unrestrained competition with 
England would be to the benefit of this coun- 
try,.how are we to reach the desired result? 
Of course, so tar as Congress is concerned, 
the question would be simpie enough. A bill 
repealing all protective taxes and retaining 
only revenue duties on articles not produced 
in this country could be drawn in an hour or 
two, and it woulda be an easy matter to_re- 
enact the repealed internal revenue taxes 
and add to the list so as to secure necessary 
funds for the support of the Government. 
Ali this could be done quickly. When the 
time comes that the country wants free trade 
Congress will be able to supply it without 
delay.* 

The fact df the repeal of the protective 
tariff would be known as soon in London as 
in Chicago. The cable would flash the 
news thatthe market of the United States 
was free, and before the ink could dry on the 
Presideut’s signature British exporters 
would be arranging to send goods to tnis 
country. A hundred ships would be loaded 
inside of a week, aud in ten days they would 
reach Boston and New York, and the 
people of this country would be offered 
manufactured goods at rates which 
would seem to them surprisingly cheap. 
But what would be the effect on 
American merchants and the stock of 
American goods on hand? These goods 
would represent a high protection cost of 
production and-to scale them down ana sell 
at the British rate would involve heavy loss. 
Yet whatelse could be done? If American 
merchants persisted in demanding high 
prices the people would buy the cheap Brit- 
ish products, and as a result gold and silver 
would be swept out of the country anda 
frightful panic precipitated in a few months. 
The country could not stand that. Merchants 
would be compelled to come down 1n their 
prices-and the manufaeturers forced to cut 
their expenditures to meet the new compe- 
tition. The manufacturers would call on 
their workmen to accept pay so reduced that 
the product of their labor could be sold at 
rates that would hold the home market and 
keep British competition out. The work- 
men would refuse to accept any such 
pay, declaring that they had voted 
for free trade merely to cut down 
manufacturers’ profits, and that their 
Democratie leaders and journais had told 
them wages would remaim the same as be- 
fore. The manufacturers would say: “ We 
toid you that would be impossible, and now 
under free trade our establishments must 
stand closed untal you accept the free-trade 
rate of pay.” Labor troubles and riots 
would follow and end only with the work- 
men being sigrved into submission. Pro- 
tectionists who claim the workmen would 
leave the factories and workshops and go, to 
farming are ail wrong. They couvidn’t buy 
farms; they don’t kaow how to tarm and 


the farmers don’t want their labor. They 


might not have developed those traits which 
make them so unpleasant now. Negiected 
children have a way sometimes of avenging 
themselves on the commupity.

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A GREAT SINGER GONE, 

A dispatch from San Francisco announcing 
the death of Carl Formes will recall to con- 
cert and opera goers in this city the familiar 
figure of the great basso with the leoaine 
head and mane and the wonderful volume 
and depth of his magnificent voice—an organ 
unsurpassed since the days of Lablache. 
He died in his 74th year from the results of 
a sudden cold which developed into pneumo- 
nia, and he may be said to have died in the 
harness, as he appeared in the “Barber of 
Seville” only a few days before his death. 

The dead singer had a wonderful career. 
He made his début as Sarastro in ‘* The 
Magic Flute” at Cologne, Jan. 6, 1842, and 
with such success that Standigi, who heard 
him, prophesied he would become the greatest 
bass of modern times. The prophecy was 
fulfilled. Two years later he created a furor 
in opera at Vienna. Like many another 
artist, he espoused the cause of the revolu- 
tion of 1848 and had to fly from Austria, 
The next year we find himin London, sing- 
ing in opera. Opera-goers of today who 
fancy that they are hearing ideal perform- 
ances may realize what opera was in its 
golden days when they read the following 
sketch from a contemporary of the company 
with which Formes was associated: 


In 1849 he went to London, where he made his 
first appearance with a German company as 
Sarastro May 80. The royal Italian opera had 
just failed under Persiani, and was how being 
run on the commonwealth plan by the company, 
consisting of Mario, Bosio, the Garcias, Louisa 
Pine, Marini, Tamberlik, Ronconi, and Grisi, 
with Corta as director. Col. Mapleson was call- 
boy. His father played in the orchestra, in 
which Vieuxtemps was first violin, Piatti first 
’cello, and Tamino Bottesini first double bass. 
His mother sang in the chorus. Some of the 
operas were magnificently produced. In “The 
Magic Fiute”’’ the cast was: Mario, Queen of 
the Night, Louisa Pine; First Priest, Marini; 
Second Priest, Tamberlik; Papagono, Garvia; 
Sarastro, Formes. Bosio and Ronconi were also 
in the cast. 


His triumphs in England were renewed in 
Spain in 1851, and the next year his 
career in Kussia, land of basses, was one 
continued success. By this time he was rec- 
ognized all over Europe as feeriess. His 
stately presence, great dramatic ability, and 
the volume, compass, and resonance of his 
glorious voice dwarfed all other basses. Hoe 
came to this country in 1857 under the man- 
agement of Ullman, His voice had begun to 
deteriorate a little, but it was still the grand- 
est bass in the world. He sang in opera and 
concerts for several years all over the coun- 
try, but areminiscence of his appearances in 
Chicago will be of more interest to our reaa- 
ers than his triumphs elsewhere. He made 
his début here in concert at Metropolitan 
Hali March 23, 1859, with a troupe inctuding 
Mile. Poissot, Mme. Laborde, and Gustave 
Satter, the pianist, and the first song of the 
great basso was Schubert’s ** W anderer.”’ 
It is not likely that any one who 
heard his dramatic, impressive, and 
sonorous delivery of that beautiful lyric will 
ever forget it. His operatic début was made 
at McVicker’s Theater Feb. 7, 1864, as Plun- 
ket in “‘Martha.” He was then connected 
with an Italian troupe and later with the 
same troupe he made Chicago acquainted 
with Marcel in * The Huguenots.” This was 
in May, 1864. Formes, however, was never 
at home with the Italians, though his troupe 
included some notable singers, among them 
Virginia Whiting, Castri, Morensi, Amodio, 


and others. The next year he came to McVick-

Our ideas are delib 
erately weighed, mentally digested, and lo! you 
have the result—a comedy vein, subtle, elab- 
orated, and, to the careless thinker, somewhat 
artificial. 

Not so. It is as genuine, as rollicking, as 
“catching” in its magnétism as the American 
quality of comedy. Yet you mast get used to it. 
Like olives, 1t is an acquired taste. Besides, En- 
glish comedy touches with a light painter’s brush 
notso much on the few prominent people to the 
century's fore as to the traits of the people at 
large as & nation, a typical nation, of the best 
there is in the world. Remember, Englishmen 
are sure of themselves and their recognized 
“cult” always. 

American comedy, on the contrary, is light, 
fantastic, and consistently * Yankee.” I use the 
word in no disrespectful sense; for why should I, 
since America has been so geferous, so court- 
eous to mé, and since it 18 the country of all oth- 
ers where my physical health is best and my spir- 
its are most excelient? Thos, here in the land of 
the ‘Stars ana Stripes,” I am captive to its high, 
keen, clear air, and can speak of its theatrical 
comedy preferences disinterestedly, although my 
frequent visits have made me “half and half ”— 
half English, half American—of sentiment and 
love. Well, then, the air here is favorable to 
superficiality “through limited express rates” 
of brain thought, and to a pepsin-urged, intel- 
lectual digestion, or rather mental uffiliation. 

America must be in touch with all that goes 
on. She has, with her elevated roads and her 
bustle, begun ‘looking backward,” or begun to 
ffll her position for the year 2000.” So her 
comedy is comprehensive, quaint, and adapted 
for the passing day. You fall into place (if you 
are a stranger) with Its intent. If to the “‘ manner 
born’’ you take itas a matter of course, accept 
allits localisms, and laugh unrestrainedly at 
every point made on the stage, for “it’s Yankee, 
quite Yankee, you cnow,”’ | 

Now, whatdol “think is the best comedy of 
the two”? I cannot presume to decide. 

Let us take the “gifts the gods provide,” and 
be thankful, Besices, to make aa absurd use of

Mr. Morgan offered the following joint res- 
olution in the Seaate which was readin full 


and laid over till tomorrow. 

Kesoived, By the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America, in 
Congress assembled, that the United States of 
America congratulates the people of Brazil on 
their just and peaceful assumption of the pow- 
ers, duties, and responsibilities of self-govera- 
ment, based upon the free consent of the gov-. 
erned, expressed in their repudiation of moa- 
archic rule and in their recent adoption of @ re- 
publican form of government; and that the 
United States of Brazil is by this act recognized 
as a lawful and rightful government. 

And that said Republic is of right entitled to 
exercise and enjoy international comity and ail 
the benetits of the laws of nations as a sovereign 
power; and the benefit of all rights, privueges, 
and advantages under the existing treaties that 
were concluded between the United States of 
America and the late Empire of Brazil, and that 
this declaration of the state of the public views 
in the United States of America shail be noti- 
fied to the United States of Brazil by the Presi- 
dent.and that the President by his proclamation 
shall require the people and Government of this 
United States. and of the several States and all 
persons in authority therein. to recognize the flag 
of the United States of Brazil as, the flag of a 
free, sovereign, and independent State. 


Representative Wheeler of Alabama intro- 
duced a bill toincorporate the Military Order 
of America and establish a national military 
and naval museum, library, and memorial 
building in the Cityof Washington. The 
bill proposes the incorporation of a society 
which is to bring togetherin fraternal asso- 
ciation those who were engaged in the War 
of the Rebeilion, ** to care for him who shall 
have borne the bavtle, and for his widow and 
orphans; especially to aid sick 3nd distressed 
companions, and the widows and orphans of 
deceased companions; to cherish the memo- 
ries of camp, field, and bivouac; and strength- 
en the ties of reunion, sympathy, valor, 
and patriotism between those who were éne- 
mies in war and friends in peace.’’ The or- 
deristo be non-sectarian and non-political 
and is to have a building in Washington used 
as a memorial building, military and naval 
museum, and library wherein are to be de- 
posited copies of the Government publica- 
tions. Provision is to be made for the inter- 
ment in the court of this building of the 
mortal remains of the **Great Commander, 
Grant,’”’ and the erection of a suitable monu- 
ment to his memory and to ail other soldiers, 
suilors, and marines who served during the 
war.

The Indians 
asked for a resurvey of one of the boundary 
lines of their reservation and that they be 
com peusated for ponies appropriated by the 
' United States troops during the Custer war 
in 1876. They also asked for more schools 
and that indians te empleyed in positons 
about the reservations wheu practicabie. ~ 


Representative O'Donnell of Micnigan is 
one of the Republicans from the West who 
does not indorse the iolly of repealing the 
tobacco tax. Mr. O'Donnell says: “That is 
an excise which our people can well endure. 
Il have doubts whether the removal of the 
tax would cheapén tobacco to the consumer. 
I wouid prefer making sugar free of duty and 


leaving the tobacco tax as it is.” 


The number of bills introduced under tne 
call in the House was 1,064.

LIVE-STOCK COMMISSIONERS IN COUNCIL. 


The National Conference Berun at Spring~ 


field—Prof. James Law's Paper. 

SPRINGFIELD, Iil., Dec. 18.—[Special. |—The 
National Conference of Live-Stock Commis- 
sioners convened here this morning at 10 
o’clock with representatives from Indiana, 
Maine, Ohio, Missouri, Michigan, Montana, 
Wisconsin, and Lilinois preseat. John T. 
Jones of Obio was elected Chairman and UC. 
P. Johnson of Lliinois Secretary. The morn- 
ing session was chiefly devoted to a discus- 
sion of the disease known among stockmen 
as tuberculosis, its effects and means of pre- 
vention. 

The principal event of the morning session 
Was the read.og of a paper upon this disease 
prepared by Prof. James Law, for twenty- 
three years Professor of Veterinary Science 
at CornelP University, New York. Some ot 
its principal points are as follows: 

It is not for us to demand the seclusion of one 
member of the human tamily from wunother; that 
is a question for the boards of healtn; but it is 
for us to seek legisiation which shall forbid any 
consumptive to act as alteodanton animals or 
to infect them by the presence of his fresh or 
dried expectoration in the mangers orfood. It 
seems to me, without interfering with the 
liberty of the citizen further than is fully war- 
ranted, that, among others, the following rules 
may be made imperative: 

1. Tuberculous persons are forbidden to act as 
attendants on animals which are to furnish 
human fuod, as, aiso, in the preparation of the 
aliment of such animals. 

2. All tuberculogs domestic animals must be 
killed, but only on sufficieat expert testimony. 

3. @ carcass and products of consumptive 
animais must be thorougbiy disinfected by heat 
or by potent chemical disinfectants (murcuric 
chloriue, zinc chloride, chloride of lime, hydro- 
chioric acid, etc.). 

4. All herds in which tuberculosis has appeared 
must be kept under expert surveillance, and any 
unimal showing consumption must be prempty 
killed. 

5. Animals destined for human food must have 
expert examination both before and during 
slaughtering, and all tuberculous carcasses must 
be destroyed in such &@ manner as shull thorouga- 
ly disinfect them. 

6. All buildings, clothing, and utensils used 
about a tuberculous animai must be thoroughly 
disinfected or destroyed. 

7. The refuse of sluughter-houses must not bs 
fed to pigs, chickens, nor other animals until 
such products have been subjected to thorough 
boiling for several bours. ‘ 

8. No food animals must be kept on insufficient 
food, in cold, dark, dump, or draughty buiidings, 
nor in close, badly aired, undrained, or filthy 
dwellings, nor shall they be exposed unnecessar- 
ily to severe storms. 

Probably even these provisions are more elab- 
orate and will prove more expensive than could 
be avonce secured, and it muy be necessary to 
fall back on the examination before and during 
Siaughter of all meat producing animals, the 
tracing to the herds that furnish them of ~ 
tuberculous animals, and the piscing of suc 
herds under the rules npamea avove, with such 
others as may be found necessary. Aiso the 
expert inspection of all cattle furnisuing milk to 
cities, and the enforcement in the duiry herds of 
such rules as may be adopted, 

But whatever method may be adopted it should 
be carefully guarded aguinst abuse, so that it 
May neither be made a means of oppression by 
unscrupulous inspectors nora measure utilized 
so as to give at Government éxpense a certifi- 
cate of excellence to the products of certain 
firms and a means of thereby controlling the 
murkets. 

The afternoon session was devoted to the 
hearing of reports of tbe works of the live- 
siock commissions of various States ana 
what means had been taken to prevent the 
spread of Texas fever and olner contagious 
diseases and the results. Ine following com- 
mittees were appointed: On Texas fever 
legislation, Jones of Ohio, Holloway of Mon- 
tana, and Casewell of Illinois; on permanent 
organization, Grange of Michigan, Johnson 
of Iilnois, and Knowles of indie. 


BURGLARS ONLY PARTLY SUCCESSFUL. 


| Singolar Way in Which New York Safe- 


Blowers Defeated Their Own Object. 

BurraLo, N. Y., Dec. 18.—[Special. |—Com- 
modore Perry Vedders’ famiiy diamonds and 
some other keepsakes are in the possession 
of burglars tonight.

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THE WESTERN STATES PASSENGER AS- 
SOCIATION ‘TO BE DISSOLVED. 


& Resolution That the Association Be Dis- 
continued and Its Affairs Wound Up 
Jan. 1, 1890, Passed Yesterday—The 
Wisconsin Central -Wants Differential 
Rates—A New Tariff of Rates to Ne- 
braska and Kansas Points Recommend- 
ed by the Special Board of Arbitration. 


The Western States Passenger Association 
has reached the end of its rope. Its career 
will be cut short the Ist of next January. 
All efforts to continne the association after 
that time have proved futile, and the conclu- 
sion has been reached by the Western roads 
that they will be better off withoutit. At 
the meeting of the managers held last week 
for the purpose of electing a successor to 
Chairman Abbott, whose term of 
service expires Jan. 1, the conclusion 
was reached that it would be useless 
to go to the trouble of electing a new Chair- 
man before it was detinitely known whether 
or not the association could be kept in exist- 
ence after Jan.1. Two of the roads—the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Northern and Minne- 
apolis & St. Louis—had previously given no- 
tice that they would withdraw from the as- 
sociation Jan. 1 because the Wisconsin Cen- 
tra! had failed te comply with provisions of 


the agreement. If those roads could not be. 


prevailed upon to change their minds and 
the Wisconsin Central be induced to change 
its tactics it would not be 
possible to continue. the association. 
In order to bring pressure to bear upon 
those roads and prevail upon them to recon- 
sider their proposedyaction and thus prevent 
a dissolution of the association a committee 
of managers was appointed to see what steps 
are necessary to bring about harmonious 
relations between the various roads in the 
future. This committee reported toa meet- 
ing of managers yesterday. It reportea that 
the existing complicatuons and troubles were 
not of such a nature as to prevent 4 reorgan- 
ization of the association and its perpetua- 
tion after Jan. 1 ana recommend- 
ed that the association be continued 
tor another year and that certain necessary 
alterations be madeip the agreement. The 
proposition, when put to a yote, was lost, the 
Wisconsin Centra), Burlington & Northern, 
and Minneapolis & St. Louis voting against 
it. The last named two roads voted against 
the proposition because the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral would not bind itself to stand by the 
agr@ement for another year and insisted 
tnat it would only join upon tne condition 
that any roai may withdraw upon giving 
sixty days’ notice of withdrawal therefrom. 
Odjectionabie as this condition was to the 
other roads, another condition made 
by that road was still more so— 
namely: that it be allowed a. differential 
rate of $1.50 on first-class tickets between 
Chicago and St. Paul. This demand caused 
a storm of indignatuon. It was claimed to be 
the desire of the Wisconsin Central to break 
up the association, that it already had a great 
advantage over otner roads on Northwestern 
through traffic through its alliance with the 
Northern Pacific, and that it was not only at- 
tempting to absorb all the through business 
via the Northern Pacitic, but was anxious to 
get away witha portion of the passenger 
traffic of the other, roads. The Wisconsin 
Central admitted that if it was. entitied 
to differentiais the Chicago, St. Paul 
& Kansas City, Burlington & Northern, 
and other roads that were not as direct 
or had not as good facilities as the Chicago 
& Northwestern and Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Roads, were entitied toa similar differential 
rate. But none of these roads wanted a aif- 
ferential rate. In fact, they were opposed 
to the differential rate on principle, and 
thought that its recognituon would do great 
harm. It being found that the Wisconsin 
Central could not be induced to withdraw its 
obnoxious conditions the following pream- 
ble and resolution was introduced and unan- 
imously adopted: 

WHEREAS, Certain lines, members of this as- 
sociation,, bave given notice of withdrawal there- 
from, and another line has announced its un- 
willingness to continue therein, except upon con- 
ditions which would make any association use- 
less as a means Of maintaining passenger reve 
nues; therefore, 

hesoived, That this association be dissolved by 
mutual consent Jan, 1, 1890. 

Another meeting will ve held this morn- 
ing for the purpose of taking measures for 
the winding up of the affairs of the associa- 
tion. An attempt will probably be made to 
bring about an agreement between the Chi- 
cago and Missouri River lines by which they 
may be able to maintain uniform rates, but 
it is not believed that they will succeed. So 
long as the Chicago-St. Paul lines are at log- 
gerheads and can make whatever rates they 
please the Chicago and Missouri River lines 
will not be abie to maintain uniform rates, 
as the Western through traffic is more or less 
affected by the Northwestern rates. 


KANSAS AND NEBRASKA RATES, 


The Arbitrators submit a New Report 
Which Is Likely to Be Adopted. 

A meeting of the managing officers of the 
lines interested in the Kansas and Nebraska 
business held a meeting yesterday in Chair- 
man Walker’s office to receive and consider 
the reportof the special Board of Arbitra- 
tion, consisting of Chairmen Walker, -Midg- 
ley, Faithorn, and Finley, regarding the es- 
tablishment of a relative basis of through 
and iocal rates to Kansas and Nebraska 
points. A former decision regarding those 
rates made by the arbitrators was re- 
jected oy the Board of Managers at 
its last meeting, and the Nebraska 
roads put in effect reduced tariffs Dec. 10 on 
thevround that the situation in that State 
and an agreement previously made with 
Omaha and Lincoln shippers made such a 
reduction necessary, The Kansas roads 
threatening to make corresponding reduc- 
tions in their tariffs, which it was claimed 
would bring about a general reduction in 
Western freight rates. it was decided, in 
order to avoid serious complications, to refer 
the matter back to the special Board of Arbi- 
tration with instructions to prepare a new 
tariff of rates more in accordance with the 
views of the various roads. 

The new rates submytted by the arbi- 
trators yesterday are materially lower than 
those previously recommended and are not 
based upon one common principle, but make 
allowance for existing conditions and cir- 
cumstances, The report was discussed for 


some time, and finally an adjournment was) 


tuken until 11 o’clock this morning to give 
the managers a chance to think the matter 
over. itis believed that after making some 
slight changes in the proposed raies the 
managers will accept the report of the arbi- 
trators and decide vo put the new rates in 
effect for thirty or sixty days in order to give 
them a fair trial and tind out how they wiil 
work. 


ONTARIO & WESTERN GAINS A POINT. 


Allowed an East-Bound Differential by the 
Trank Line Association. 

New York,,Dec, 18.--[Special |—The pas- 
senger agents of the Trunk Line and Central 
Traffic Associations held a meeting today to 
consider the question of differentials. The 
Ontario & Western gave notice that it would 
resume the paymentof commissions unless it 
was allowed an east-bound differential, that 
being the only basis on which it could 
get business from the West. <A passenger 
at Kansas City buying a ticket for New 
York vy way-of the Ontario & Western 
would go by way of Chicago and pay $2 more 
than he would by the Pennsylvania via St. 
Louis. Besiaes the extra price the journey 
would take longer than by the other routes. 
The abseoce of a differential the Ontario & 
Western considered an injustice. 

After a icng discussion the passenger 
agents agreed that the Ontario & Western 
was right: Before any decisive uction can 
be taken, however, the Western roads will 
have to be consuited. and thé matter miist 
be acted upon by the Presidents. 

A resolution was passéd that hereafter 
Commissioner Blanchard and the Trunk Line 
Commissioner have power to make rulings in 


cases of dispute, subject to the right of ap- | 


peal, and that their rulings hold good until 
reversed. 

The Executive Committee has been sum- 
moned to meet to consider the subject of dif- 
ferenuals and a readjustment of the :mmi- 
grant percentages, Dut it will, in ail proba- 
bility, not get together until Monday.

Rallway and Warehouse Commitsioners. 

BioominetTon, Ill, Dec. 18.—[Special.}|— 
The Board of Railway and Warebouse Com- 
missioners held a meeting at the Windsor 
Hotel today to hear the opinions of stock 
shippers.regarding proposed changes in 
stock schedules. Thirty heavy shippers were 
before the board and presented their Views. 
The quesuon of the relative benefits of the 
present actual weight rule and the old char- 
tering of cars was the question most clearly 
atissue. The methods of weighing at Chi- 
cago were also discussed, all the roads there 
excepting the Lilinois Central weighing on 
the track. The shippers condemned the IIli- 
nois Central for not weighing on the track. 
Their system, it was claimed, worries the 
cattle and decreases their weigbt, causing a 
considerable loss. 


Baffalo Car Serviee Aasociation.

THE BRAZILIAN RUBBER TRADE. 


Why the Present Export Duty Was Levied. 


~The Market in Brazil. 


‘New York, Dec. 18.—[Special.]|—There are 


two sides to most stories, and that in regard 


to the Para rubber concession, which was re- 


cently cabled from Brazil and which made a 
sensation in the trade, appears to be no ex- 
ception. On the surface it would appear to 


be an arbitrary and unjust act for the Brazil- 
jan Government to require all other export- 


ers of rubber from Para tw pay a tribute of 
three-eizhths of acent a pound to the Com- 
panhia Mercantil after Jan. 1 next, but, 
as explained today by Jacob’ Baiz, one 
of the largest importers of Para rubber 
in New York, the edict seems to be based on 
sound politicaleconomy. Rubber, he says, is 
the only source of income the Province of 
Para possesses. It accordingly imposes an 
export duty of 21 per cent ad valorem. The 
receipts from this source were suflicient to 
pay the expenses of the Government until 
the Rubber Trust was formed in this country 
a few years ago. That was a combination of 
big buvers of raw rubber, who finally suc- 


seeded in controlling the markets in Para 


Wnt they could dictate just how much they 


Would buy from that point, with the result of 


depressing prices below a profitable basis. 
All the native Brazilian houses, it is said, 
except the Companhia Mercantil, have been 
driven outof the business in Para, and the 
agencies of foreign houses, representatives 
of United States and English concerns, have 


brought the rubber market to such a condi- 


tion that there is no longer a profit for tne 
rubber-gatherers and dealers in Para, and 
the resources of the Government have fallen 
off because of the decline in the price of rub- 
ber, the duty, as explained, being an ad 
valorem one. 

Under these circumstances, said Mr. Baiz, 


the Brazilian Government has taken steps to 


protect its most important home industry and 
réstore prices to a paying basis simpiy by 


giving the only native Brazilian company— 


the Mercantil—an exclusive privilege over its 


foreign competitors, who have ruined the 
market. The exportations are about 14,000,- 
000 kilos a year, and the revenues of the Gov- 
ernment from rubber exports are now about 
_ *$3,000,000. The hope and expectation is that 
the exportrevenues will be increased by ad- 
ced prices to about $3,570,000, which would 
mean an advance of about 20 per cent over

A Defense of the Cronin Jury. | 

CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
Much of the public criticism upon the outcome 
of the Cronin trial would seem to indicate a want 
ot due appreciation of the true and proper func- 
tions of the jurors. It ought to be remembered 
that these jurors were solemnly sworn to decide 
the issues presented by the indictment upon the 
law of the case and from the evidence of the wit- 
nesses exclusively; that they alone heara all of 
the testimony; that they alone saw every 
witness testify, and observed his demeanor upon 
the witness-stand and had opportunity to pass 
critically upon the manner of bis testifying, upon 
his character for truthfulness, and upon the rea- 
sonabieness of his testimony. Ofthis feature of 
the case of course the public press could furnish 
nothing. How does the critic know but that 
many of what he himself considers the most de- 
cisive pointsin the case were told by the wit- 
nesses upon the stand in & manner which neo- 
essarily gave rise to serious doubt as to their 
credibility? Or how does he know but that there 
were evidence and circumstances in the long 
case which were never accurately reported or 
which escaped his notice? 

It would then seem that these jurors had not 
only the best but the only real opportunity of 
fairly passing upon the grave issues invoived, Is 
it fair then to criticise the verdict of these men 
who endangered their health, sacrificed their 
time and business interests for the iast three 
months, to charge some with cowardice and 
others with insinuations of corruption simply 
because the verdict was not exactly what the 
critie thinks he wouid have made if be had only 


*hada chance? But perhepsif the venire were 


inspected and facts known it would appear that 
some of them really did have achance and were 
then too prejudiced to decide the issues impar- 
tially. This jury is entitled to especial public 
gratitude from the fact that it took a reasonable 
amount of time for the due delineration of the 
vast array of circumstances to be considered by 
them, in defiance of public clamor for a speedy 
verdict of *‘ guilty.” ese men seemed to have 
realized the danger to our institutions from pub- 
lic clamor as well as that from crime, and by 
their verdict have protected us against both. 
They have also shown that they were not the 
dupes and tools of the prosecution to do its bid- 
ding, as many of the speedy verdicts in the Crim- 
inal Court might seem to indicate with respect 
to other juries. But criticism is cheap when the 
critic is not under oath, and perhaps the only ob- 
jections to it are that it unjustly tendsto brin 
our judicial and jury system into disrepute, an 
is decidedly disrespectful and ungrateful to the 
men who have endured such great hardships and 
s, and labored so conscientiously in be- 
half of our common good. H.

Four years ago whilein the Presbytery of West 
Jersey 1 called the attention of the church to this 
fundamental defect of the Confession—that it 
excludes from the purpose of God to raise 
the dead any gracious thought toward 
any of the dead except the éicct. 
The provision of another life ior the human race, 
beyond the penal state of death down into which 
it must pass because of sin, becomes thus to the 
mass of the race no boon, bat an immeasurable 
curse. For this advocacy of the principle that 
there is a redemptive value in resurrection, upon 
my request for advice I was advised to withdraw 
peaceably from the church. Time will show 
whe@her qn this matterI was an offender or a 
pioneer pointing outto my brethren the only 
path that leads out of their present bewilder- 


ment. 
When one ns to drift from the severe state- 
ments of the Westminster Confession concerning 


the everlasting tormentof unjust men in body 
and soulin hell fire forever there is no ground, 
either 1n logic or in Scripture, where he oan cast 
anchor exceptin the principle that, in the pur- 
pose of God to raise the dead there is hope for 
the dead. Allthatis now necessary in order to 
clarify the conceptions of the church in this dim 
region is the cordial acceptance of two principles, 

1. The wages of sin is death. This is its orig- 
inal and uniform sentence. The * eternal fire” 
of the New Testament cannot be, therefore, 6 
superadded sentence—there is no such confusion 
in the Divine government—it is simply on agent 
of God in executing the one sentence. All the 
Scripture teaching about Hell must therefore be 
grouped under this category. Hell becomes a 
concrete term for those destructive agencies, 
whether this side the grave or beyond it, whieh 
execute the sentence of death and hold méa 
captives in its prison-house, 

2. Resurrection lies beyond this sentence. It 
is recovery from death, reaching every man in 
his own time and order and graded according to 
the law of deeds done, so that it is “of life” to 
those that have done good and “‘ of judgment” to 
those that have done ill. That is, the law of 
character reaches over into the life to 
come, keeping those who déserve it and 
those who need it under judicial restraint 
and correction, and liable still to incur @ second 
death. All the retributive side of Seripture ar- 
rarces itself easily under this first category of 
death. All the redemptive and hopeful side be- 
longs under this second category of resurrection. 
Even bope for dead infants and devout heathen 
must connect itself with the promise of God to 
raise the dead. And witn St. Paul (Acts xxiv., 15) 
we must not ey place in “our hope toward 
God” to even “ resurrection of the unjust. 

Our present perplexity grows out of the fact 
that resurrection, which lies at the other pole of 
the divine dealing, becomes in current ¢scbatol- 
ogy en infinitely worse calamity than death 


itself. | 
It is greatly to be hoped that this contest in the 
Presbyterian Church will soon pass béyond its 
resent skirmish line to the heart of the matter.

The Failure Due to Losses on Account of 
the California House—Liabilities Will 


Foot Up Over $200,000, and the Assets 
Are Thonght to Be About the Same— 
Thomas Parker Jr. Is. Appointed Ke- 
celver. 


After a hopeless financial stagger of a year 


or more the Meade-Van Bokkeien company, 
doing a large business in California fruits, 
seeds, beans, and the like at No. 46 Michigan 
avenue, collapsed yesterday morning, when 
Eheriff Matson closed the concernon confes 
sions of judgment in favor of the First Na 
tional Bank for $12,000 and Mrs. Naomi Vaw 
Bokkelen of Buffalo for $86,291, but the 
aggregate liabilities will net be far from 
$20u, 000. 


There was nothing Napoleonic in the fnan- 


cial history of Mr. B. O. Van Bokkelen, who 
was about all the company consisted of since 
he came to Chicago from Buffalo some six 
years ago. 
Van Bokkelen, a highiy honored - citizen of 
Buffaio. Dr. Van Bokkeien, while not wealthy 
himself, had married a rich woman for his 
second wife. Young Van Bokxelen was of 
the most exemplary habits, strictly honest, 
and of engaging ways. He was then about 
80 years of age, and the stepmother offered 
to back him in business uf he should come 
to Chicago. 


He was the son of Dr. Libertus 


He came and established himself in the 


commission business under the firm name of 
Bb. O. Van Bokkelen & Co. He got along 
moderately well until he was induced to 
jom with George W. Meade, the sky-rocket 
California fruit man, in the formation of the 
Meade-Van Bokkelen company, which was 
to be the Chicago end of the San Francisco 
firm. The third member of the company 
was George Bristol. This was about three

ago. Meade was already rushing 
headiong into bankruptcy, and began to use 


Van Bokkeien to raise funds to bolster up 
his own desperate condition.

Late in October Dr. Van Bokkelen came

Mrs. Van Bokkelen’s name was on paper 
over $150,000. The old doctor saw too much 
in his short sojourn, and returned to Buffalo 
broken-hearted. Two days after reaching 
home he died, without hav given a sign 
of the real couse of his trouble, which could 
be rightly construed by his wife. Then. for 
six weeks the calls upon Mrs. Wan Bokkelen 
for the use of her name as surety steadily 
grew, until over $30,000 more became added 
to the amount in Octooder. 

Two weeks ago Mrs. Van Bokkelen sent 
George F. Sowerby bere from Buffalo to tind 
out bow things really were with the Meade- 
Van Bokkelen company. He found the con- 
cern hopelessly insolvent, and Payne & Por- 
ter, the attorneys, were engaged to close it u 
They joined with the First National Bank 
the proceedings institutea yesterday. 

The paper reported ia the list of liabilities 
for which Mrs. Bokkelen is guaran 1s to 
the First National Bank, the Bank of Cali- 
fornia, and the Bell Manufacturing com- 
pany, with outside sums sufficient to make 
up the 150,000. It was out 
that she would lose at least 
the most favorable view 
of the chances of realizing on the assets, 
The $40,000 due the firm by Meade is consia- 
ered as practically worthless. The vaiue of 
the goods in the store, such as were not for 
sale on commission, is as yet largely an un 
known quantity. and upon the amount they 
will bring depends the extentof Mrs. Bok-

Mr. John Barton Fayne of Payne & Porter, 
the attorneys for Mrs. Van Bokkelen, said

Mrs. Van Bokkelen, $60,000; Bank of Cali- 
fornia, $25,000; Bell Manufacturing company 
of Buffalo, $20,000 ; First Nadonail Bank, 
rhe assets, 
the attorney said. Mr. Van Bokkelen had es- 
timated at $200,u00, but he doubted if they 
reached anything like that sum. The first 
confession was for actual ¢ash advances by 
Mrs. Van Bokkelen to fight off creditors. 

Lymaa J. Gage, President of the First Na- 
tional Bank. said: “ We will lose nothing 
by the failure, as our loans are amply cov- 
ered by Mrs. Van Bokkeien’s sureties or by 
warehouse receipts on merchandise stored in 
public warehouses. The failure, while it is 
bad tor Mrs. Van Bokkelen, who is the prin- 
cipal sufferer, is wholly bonest. Mr. Van 
Bokkelen was strictiy upright in his dealings, 
but he was not strong enough to conduct 
heavy business of his company. He is an 
extremely agreeable man, afd one regrets 
that he 1s in financial strass.” 

Orrville Peckham, attorney for the First
